imprisopment, in the discrstion of the
(Conrt. Io all proseontinns under this
Act Indiuns shall snd are heraby declared
to be compeutent witnessea aod shall be
permitted to teatifly for ngainat any per-
soos, bot the oredibility of auch wit.
nesses shall be left (afay with the
ary."’
